104 St. In need of people power

Some shops, 
eateries can’t 
afford to wait 

As another business on 104 
St. goes up for sale, business 
owners on one of Edmonton’s 
biggest hopes for revitahzation 


are waiting for the street to 
become what they believed it 
would. 

On Wednesday, Metro in¬ 
quired why The Burg Burger 
and Bar, at 104 St. and 102 Ave., 
is currently listed for sale. The 
owners said their business is 
listed for sale for appraisal pur¬ 
poses, but also said they’re wait¬ 
ing on the street to come alive. 


“Eveiybody’s on the specula¬ 
tion part of what it’s going to be¬ 
come,” said Basil Onuferlco, co¬ 
owner of the restaurant. “That’s 
what eveiyone is banking on, 
but we’ll see how it all turns 
out here.” 

The opening of Rogers Place 
— scheduled for 2016 — along 
with several nearby condo tow¬ 
ers, is hoped to bring people 


to the downtown core. But for 
some business owners, that 
promise is too far in the future 
to keep holding hope. 

Carbon Environmental Bou¬ 
tique owner Allison MacLean 
decided to relocate from 104 St. 
in mid-2014 because she wasn’t 
seeing steady clientele. 

“I think 104 St. is a beautiful 
street... On the other hand, I 


do think.. .it’ll be about 10 years 
until we really start seeing it 
be a bustling street,” she said. 

Ian O’Donnell, vice-president 
of the Downtown Edmonton 
Community League, believes 
many people “overestimated” 
the traffic in the area. 

“While it has had success in a 
lot of ways, it’s not Whyte Ave,” 
O’Donnell said. “It doesn’t have 


a huge traffic count — it will... 
but I think people misjudged 
what it is.” 

Business owners said they 
aren’t giving up on 104 St. yet 
as redevelopment of the core 
continues. 

“We’re just waiting for the 
downtown to become a real 
city downtown,” said Onuferlco.

Police dogbittenin

Kicks and punches, thrown 
for more than a minute by an 
Edmonton Police Canine Unit 
handler, weren’t enough to stop 
a canine from locking onto a 
police dog’s throat while police 
responded to a brealc-and-enter 
call Wednesday morning. 

“The two dogs were actively 
fighting,” said Staff Sgt. Troy 
Carriere with the Police Canine 
Unit. “The dog itself got the up¬ 
per hand and had our service 
dog by the throat, and we could 
not get him off.” 

The fight broke out around 
4:15 a.m. when police re¬ 
sponded to a vehicle-theft call 
near 147th Avenue and 23rd 
Street. As they did this, a second 
call came in, this one about 
a man who was detained by 
a homeowner after allegedly 
breaking into the house.

Completion of 
transit garage 
installation 
expected by 2017

The city is calling for public 
art for the Northeast Transit 
garage in what is the largest- 
ever dollar figure for a com¬ 
mission to date. 

The call, made Wednesday 
and worth $1 million, is a 


new record for the city. 

“Since this site has so 
much going on around it, is 
visible from great distances 
as well as up close, the de¬ 
cision was made that we’d 
go for a large piece for the 
most impact,” said Eva Marie 
Clarke, Edmonton Arts Coun¬ 
cil communications co-or¬ 
dinator. 

The call for public art for 
the downtown arena was lar¬ 
ger, a total of $2.15 million, 
but for several pieces. That 
call received 120 applications 
from around the world “due 
to the type of venue,” said 
Clarke. 

There are four spots where 


public art at the transit gar¬ 
age could be located: three 
on the building itself and 
another along the fence line. 

Edmonton Arts Council of¬ 
ficials say whether the com¬ 
missioned art is on the side 
of the building or along the 
fence line, the project won’t 
be small in scale. 

“It’s very, very large. The 
site itself is very large but 
it’s hard to grasp it,” said 
Katherine Kerr, public-art 
director with the Edmonton 
Arts Council. 

Deadline for submissions is 
May 19. The art installation 
is expected to be completed 
by 2017. 


Q FUNDING 

The public-art project is 
paid for through the city's 
Percent for Art policy, with 
one per cent of capital 
projects allocated to the 
free, interactive pieces. 

• Talus Dome, located off 
WhiteMud Drive, is argu¬ 
ably one of the most-dis¬ 
cussed modern pieces of 
public art in the city and 
cost $600,000. 

• Alex Janvier's recently 
announced piece for the 
Edmonton arena tallied 
$700,000.

New program ranks 
neighbourhoods 


Over a year ago, when scientist 
Trevor Prentice was research¬ 
ing his first home purchase 
in Edmonton, he gathered 
data and awarded points to 
all the city’s neighbourhoods 
based on criteria important to 
his young family — schools, 
playgrounds and such. 

Now with a bungalow in 
his top-scoring Malmo Plains 
(which, coincidentally is 
where Premier Jim Prentice 
grew up), the would-be busi¬ 
ness owner sees a greater 
application for the online 
program he’s dubbed “Hood 
Rank.” 

“The slider system makes 
the ranking completely cus¬ 
tomizable,” Prentice said. “If 
you have kids, schools are 
probably important. Others 
may want restaurants and 
nightlife.” 

Prentice said he’s not a web 
designer, but is making steady 
progress in expanding the pro¬ 
gram for use by others. 

Prentice has touched a 
chord, too, with Edmonton¬ 
ians offering their own “must 
haves” in a neighbourhood,

With the $ 155-million Waiter- 
dale Bridge now delayed by a 
year — making that three ambi¬ 
tious city construction projects 
that are now behind schedule or 
beset with challenges — one city 
councillor is asking for answers. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said de¬ 
lays for the Walterdale Bridge, 
the 102 Avenue Bridge and the 
$600-million Metro Line LRT 
make him want to know why 


the city keeps running into 
problems. 

“I am not saying that in each 
and eveiy case we need detailed 
performance audits, but I want 
to know that our project man¬ 
agement practices are sound,” 
McKeen said. 

On Wednesday, the city an¬ 
nounced the new Walterdale 
Bridge will open one year later 
than expected, with a target 
opening date of fall 2016, after 
steel for the signature bridge 
was held up from suppliers in 
South Korea. 

McKeen said he’s conscious 
most city projects are completed 
without hurdles and on time, 
but wants to ensure the city isn’t 
missing something on these 
larger projects. 

He said he’s also concerned 
that major companies aren’t 
taking the city seriously on the 
projects.

“One of the worries I have 
is that a relatively small city 
on the prairies in Canada does 
not get the respect it deserves 
from major international cor¬ 
porations when they end up 
with our contracts,” he said. 

Bariy Belcourt, the manager 
of roads design and construc¬ 
tion, said about 30 to 40 per cent 
of the needed steel for the Wal¬ 
terdale Bridge is on site, includ¬ 
ing about half of the pieces for 
the project’s two main arches. 
While the contractors have 


assured the city up until now 
they could work around those 
delays, standing by the bridge 
at a media event on Tuesday, 
Belcourt said it had gone too far. 

“At the end of the day, with 
all the steel not being here by 
the end of March, push came 
to shove and they reahzed they 
could not meet their aggressive 
schedule,” he said. 

Belcourt said projects like 
this can ultimately only bend 
on schedule, quality or cost and 
the city would never comprom¬ 
ise safety. 

“I would be more concerned 
if we had bridges falling down 
(and) that hasn’t happened,” 
he said. “We put quality and 
safety first.” 

Belcourt said the contractor, 
Acciona Pacer Joint Venture, 
will face penalties of $10,000 
a day for eveiy day the bridge 
isn’t opened starting this June.

Parties In a virtual 
tie, survey suggests

Three political parties are in 
a virtual deadlock among Al¬ 
berta’s decided voters, but the 
one thing most agree on is the 
need for a strong opposition, 
new survey numbers show. 

In a ThinlcHQ Public Affairs 
online research panel of 1,835 
Albertans, of the 1,440 who said 
they were decided voters, 31 per 
cent said they would vote for 
the Wildrose Party if an election 
were held tomorrow 

That’s compared with 26 
per cent for the Alberta New 
Democrats and 25 per cent for 
the governing PC party. In a 
similar sample size, the margin 
of error is plus or minus 2.3 per 
cent, 19 times out of 20. 

The Alberta Liberal Party 
logged 12 per cent, and the Al¬ 
berta Party trails at five per cent. 

While the numbers are 
similar to other recent polls, 
ThinlcHQboss Marc Henry said 
it’s still just reflective of an elec¬ 
torate “grumbly” with the PC 
party’s recent activities: Wil¬ 
drose floor crossing, the recently 
tabled budget and perhaps nom¬ 
ination contest irregularities. 

“What you’re capturing with 
this is some discontent with 
what’s happened with the PC 
government, I think starting 
with the floor crossings in De-

Online sample 

While the survey states 
margin of error isn't ap¬ 
plicable because it's a

cember,” Hemy said. 

“I think what you’re seeing 
in these early polls is Albertans 
want to see the PC government 
with some strong opposition.” 

In fact, 87 per cent of re¬ 
spondents to the survey either 
somewhat or strongly agreed a 
strong opposition to the PC (or 
governing) party was important. 

“(Voters) don’t want to see 
the PCs walk away with this,” 
Hemy said. 

Mount Royal political-science 
professor Lori Williams was sur¬ 
prised by the results, noting all 
three of the top parties — plus 
undecided voters in the full sur¬ 
vey tally — are all roughly the 
same, considering the potential 
margin of error. 

“I, frankly, would be quite 
surprised if (the Wildrose) has 
the kind of impact (province¬ 
wide) this is showing,” Wil¬ 
liams said. 

She did concede that the cur¬ 
rent numbers combined with 
the overwhelming showing for 
strong opposition could lead to 
voters maldng their choices late, 
based on who can provide the 
best opposition.

“These kinds of poll numbers, 
when they go down really fast, 
they can come up just as fast,” 
Hemy said.

Edmonton’s Indigenous 
story a complicated tale

What does the word Indigen¬ 
ous mean? 

In a retail space called Indigen¬ 
ous in Edmonton’s City Centre 
mall, an immigrant family from 
South America works six days 
a week to make a living, sell¬ 
ing clothing, jewelry, wood and 
leather goods from indigenous 
cultures in Ecuador, Peru and 
Mexico. With a focus on selling 
handmade goods — even their 
own handiwork on loom-created 
bags — owners Cristina and Ar¬ 
mando Otavalo say they’re intent 
on teaching their four young 
children about the culture they 
left behind in Ecuador to make 
a better living in Edmonton. 

“They’re growing up in Can¬ 
ada, not knowing anything about 
our Incan dialect, Kechwua,” 
Armando said. 

But in Edmonton, situated as 
it is on Indigenous territory and 
traditions, the store’s name is 
part of a more complicated story. 
Here, it’s also a story that draws 
concern from indigenous people 
in Edmonton, who ask if they’re 
being considered or ignored in 


the name of commerce. 

“Indigenous doesn’t mean 
‘things are for sale,”’ said Ed¬ 
monton Cree artist and novel¬ 
ist Aaron Paquette. “There are 
shops in Jasper and Banff that 
cater to international tourists, 
selling merchandise from China 
labelled as native art—it’s upset¬ 
ting. If this store has permission 
from artists to sell their work, 
then that’s awesome.” 

But Paquette is not sure that 
permission has been sought out 
and hopes that will change.

As a maker of art, Paquette 
said co-opting another culture 
to make a profit is troubling. 

“If items in the store are 
knock-offs of sacred, import¬ 
ant articles simply to be com¬ 
modified, it waters down the 
strength of a culture,” he said. 

Paquette said that while the 
store’s owners may just be try¬ 
ing to make a living, “the fact 
remains” they are on Treaty 6 
territoiy. He is urging them to 
make contact with the Indigen¬ 
ous community in the city. 

“They need to reach out to 
the local community,” he said. 
“We want to keep our cultures 
alive and thriving... I urge these 
people to reach out.”

Police look 
into bribe 
allegations

Edmonton police are now in¬ 
vestigating bribery allegations 
stemming from a Progressive 
Conservative nomination after 
being asked to do so by the 
NDP. 

One of the party’s MLA’s, 
Brian Mason, wrote a letter 
to police Chief Rod Knecht on 
March 19 asking for an investi¬ 
gation into bribeiy allegations 
that surfaced following the PC’s 
nomination contest in Edmon¬ 
ton — Ellerslie. 

Those allegations including 
sworn statements charging for¬ 
mer MLA Naresh Bhardwaj had 
attempted to influence the race 
by having his challenger’s sup¬ 
porters withdraw their support. 

Bhardwaj was cleared by the 
PC Party, who brought in their 
own investigator to look into 
the issue, but withdrew from 
the general election. 

He also launched a defama¬ 
tion lawsuit against one of his 
accusers. 

Mason argued the party 
should not be investigating it¬ 
self and asked Knecht to consid¬ 
er launching an investigation. 

When Mason first submit¬ 
ted his request police said they 
would review it before consid¬ 
ering an investigation, but con¬ 
firmed Wednesday they now 
have an officer looking into it. 

“We were reviewing to de¬ 
termine if an investigation was 
happening and an investigation 
is ongoing now,” said police 
spokeswoman Anna Batchelor.

At six-foot-seven and 360 
pounds, athlete Brodi Hen¬ 
derson has always been the 
biggest guy on the team. 

Now, the 20-year-old from 
Victoria, B.C., is using his size 
and strength to his advantage 
as the only North American to 
be accepted into the Japanese 
Professional Sumo Association. 

“He’s really strong,” his fath¬ 
er Lee Henderson told Metro. 
“He benches over 500 pounds.” 

Henderson secured his spot 
in the league last September 
when he won the open-weight 
class at the U.S. Sumo Open in 
California. 

He moved in February to 
Tokyo, where he was accepted 
onto one of the country’s 48 
sumo teams — an already 


impressive feat within itself, 
said Lee. 

“Each team is only allowed 
to have one foreigner,” he said. 
“There are only about eight 
foreigners in all of Japanese 
pro sumo.” 

Henderson has only been 
in Japan for two months but 


already, his presence is mak¬ 
ing waves. With his towering 
stature, it’s hard for him to go 
unnoticed, said Lee. 

“When we showed up at the 
airport, there was a news crew 
there waiting for us,” he said. 
“He was on the front page of a 
couple of newspapers before 


we got there.” 

Henderson first entered into 
the sport at the age of 15. 

A keen hockey and foot¬ 
ball player, Lee said his son’s 
size didn’t always work in his 
favour. 

At 13, Henderson was al¬ 
ready six-foot-five, weighed

“Brodi was really quite dis¬ 
couraged and disappointed,” 
said Lee. “So that’s when he 
started looking for something 
that he could do where he 
could really excel.” 

Soon after discovering 
sumo, Henderson travelled 
to California to compete in 
the U.S. Open.

of training, he went on to win 
almost every match, said Lee. 

“It was pretty jaw dropping,” 
he said. “He’s a big, power¬ 
ful man, but still, for a guy 
who has virtually no formal 
training, everyone was real¬ 
ly impressed with his overall 
strength.” 

Although he has a “long way 
to go,” Andrew Freund, director 
of USA Sumo, said Henderson’s 
had an impressive performance 
at last year’s U.S. Sumo Open.

The RCMP has been forced to 
shuffle more cash and officers 
into terrorism investigations 
as Ottawa’s contribution has 
remained static over the last 
decade, documents show. 

The Mounties diverted $22.9 
million from other operations 
to the Integrated National Se¬ 
curity Enforcement Teams (IN- 
SETs) in 2013-14. 

The RCMP’s share of INSET 
funding has been steadily ris¬ 
ing from $717,000 in 2003 to 
more than $20 million for each 
of the last three fiscal years. 

Meanwhile, the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s contribution to IN- 
SETs has remained static at $10 
million a year since 2003.

In a trial expected to delve deep 
into the often murky rules of the 
Senate, an ordinaiy dictionaiy 
played a key role Wednesday 
during suspended senator Mike 
Duffy’s second day in court. 

The definition both sides were 
in search of: what it means for a 
place to be someone’s primaiy 
residence. 

It’s a key element in the case. 
The 31 charges Duffy faces in¬ 
clude allegations that he fraudu¬ 
lently claimed living expenses 
for a home in an Ottawa sub¬ 
urb, where he spent most of his 
time, while declaring a summer 
house in P.E.I. as his primaiy 
residence. 

Retired Senate law clerk Mark 
Audcent was the Crown’s first 
witness, telling the court that 
as part of his job, he briefed 
eveiy new senator as part of an 
orientation process designed to 
provide an overview of the re¬ 
quirements of the job. 

To be appointed a senator, 
court heard, a person must meet 
certain criteria, including being 
a resident of the province from 

Q MEMO 

Mark Audcent was shown a 
memo which dealt with the 
section of the Constitution 
that talks about the need for 
a senator to be resident in 
the province represented. 

The memo noted that 
the Senate is master of its 
own house when it comes 
to deciding what residency 
means and that no one had 


which they were appointed. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp- 
er announced on Dec. 22, 2008 
that Duffy would become a sen¬ 
ator for Prince Edward Island. 

Audcent told the court that 
in Duffy’s orientation session 
— which took place the next 


ever been disqualified from 
sitting in the Senate over a 
residency question, provid¬ 
ed they continued to own 
property in the province they 
represented. 

The memo said if a sen¬ 
ator told the upper chamber 
he or she was a resident of a 
particular province, everyone 
accepted it. 


day — he wouldn’t have gone 
specifically over what it means 
to be a resident, saving such 
detailed discussions for if or 
when a senator asked for more 
information. 

But by his own estimation, 
Audcent said, determining resi¬ 
dency requires considering a 
set of indicators, among them 
where a person primarily lives, 
where they pay their taxes and 
get government services such as 
a health care and where they so¬ 
cialize, doing things like going 
to church or bowling. 

But the meaning of residence 
has never been defined, either 
in the Constitution or by the 
Senate, Audcent acknowledged 
during cross-examination by 
Duffy’s lawyer, Donald Bayne. 

Bayne put pages of the con¬ 
cise Oxford English Dictionaiy 


in front of Audcent, having him 
read the definition of primary 
as “of chief importance or prin¬ 
cipal.” 

So, since the constitutionality 
of Duffy’s appointment hinged 
on him being a resident of P.E.I., 
it must de facto be his “primaiy” 
residence, Bayne said. 

“The minute his status 
changed form being a private 
journalist broadcaster to being 
a parliamentaiy, an appointed 
senator, the chiefly important 
residence for his status was 
P.E.I.,” said Bayne. 

“The one he needs to main¬ 
tain, yes,” answered Audcent, 
who had earlier told the court 
that in terms of determining 
residence there was no min¬ 
imum number of days required 
to be spent in a home province.

At just 20 months old, Calgaiy- 
area tot Adele Collins has already 
become a face for acceptance of 
people with Down syndrome. 

But now the young girl’s 
mother, Krista Rowland-Collins, 
is ciying foul as an anonymous 
Faceboolc entity has stolen a 
photo of the girl and repurposed 
it as part of a campaign claiming 
that, among other things, admin¬ 
istering vaccinations to children 
can lead to them developing an 
extra chromosome and render 
them severely autistic. 

The group, known as Disciples 
of The New Dawn, has also stated 
that mothers who don’t breast¬ 
feed put their children at risk 
of developing autism, and those 
opting to give birth via caesar¬ 
ean section are inferior. Adele’s 
photo is one of many that used 
by the group. 

“Having them do this to 


our kids was so hurtful and so 
wrong,” said Rowland-Collins. 

She’s fighting to have the Dis¬ 
ciples page taken down and has 
been lodging complaints eveiy 
day with Faceboolc about the 
group since first discovering her 
daughter’s picture March 24. 

To date, two of the editions 
of the Disciples page have been 
taken down — it’s not clear by 
whom — but a “v3.0” offering 
remained active Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Little is know about the group. 

“The Disciples of the New 
Dawn are led by Father Patrick 
Embiy. We resist the activities 
of the Communist Masters who 
seek to control us all,” reads a de¬ 
scription on their current page. 

The group has sparked some 
media controversy, especially 
after the number of “likes” 
on their original page topped 
10 , 000 . 

“They’re providing medical 
advice that could potentially kill 
children,” Rowland-Collins said.

Meet Australia’s 
kangaroo saviour 


ANIMAL SANCTUARY 

'Brolga’ found 
a dead mother 
withababyin 
her pouch 

The first time Chris (Brolga) 
Barnes rescued an almost-dead 
baby kangaroo, he didn’t know 
what to do. He just knew he 
had to do something. 

That was nine years ago, 
when he was working as a tour 
guide in Australia’s Northern 
Territoiy and saw an adult kan¬ 
garoo lying in the middle of a 
highway. She was dead, likely 
killed days earlier. Whimpering 
in her pouch was her baby, 
while scavenging birds circled 
overhead. 

Barnes took the baby home, 
named her Palau and nursed 
her for months. About a year 
later, he released her into the 
wild. 

That is the short version of 
how Barnes, the six-foot-seven 
man with a big smile, first be¬ 


came a surrogate mom, then a 
heartthrob worldwide. 

(“Brolga” is the aboriginal 
word for a crane — so chosen 
because Barnes is so tall.) 

He has since rescued more 
than 200 orphans, started a 
sanctuaiy outside Alice Springs, 
and even starred in a documen- 
taiy, Kangaroo Dundee. Now 
he is about to start work on 
building a hospital for wild¬ 
life — kangaroos, camels — 
whatever size or shape they 
come in. 

There are currently 35 kan¬ 
garoos at the sanctuaiy— some 
are babies, some as old as 10. 
For the babies, he creates faux 
pouches of canvas bags, blan¬ 
kets or pillow cases that re¬ 
semble a kangaroo mother’s 
pouch. 

“The babies need to be kept 
warm, so they go eveiywhere 
I go,” he says. 

Usually he has a couple of 
them sleeping with him at 
night, either snuggling with 
him or at his feet. 

The sanctuary — 90 acres 
of bushland — is untouched

so that the kangaroos feel like 
they are in a natural habitat 
before they are released into 
the wild. 

Of the more than 200 kan¬ 
garoo orphans he has rescued, 
most have survived. 

They are orphaned either 
by hunters in the bush or by 
speeding cars on roads. 

Adult kangaroos are tall and 
not hard to miss on the road, 
says Barnes. But they tend to 
nibble at grass on the shoul¬ 
ders and often dart without any 
warning, resulting in accidents. 

Kangaroos are released from 
the sanctuaiy when they are 14 
months old, usually in groups 
so they have better odds of 
survival.

Mayor orders 
police to wear 
body cameras 

A white South Carolina police 
officer who claimed he killed 
an unarmed black man in self- 
defence has been fired, the city’s 
mayor announced Wednesday, a 
day after the release of a video 
showing the officer firing eight 
shots at the fleeing man’s back. 

The mayor also announced 
that he had ordered body cam¬ 
eras to be worn by eveiy single 
officer on the force in North 
Charleston. 


Protests began within hours 
of the murder charge against 
Michael Thomas Slager. 

“I have watched the video. 
And I was sickened by what I 
saw. And I have not watched it 
since,” Police Chief Eddie Drig¬ 
gers said. He was interrupted by 
chants of “no justice, no peace” 
and other shouted questions that 
he and the mayor said they could 
not answer. 

The town will continue to pay 
for Slager’s health insurance be¬ 
cause his wife is eight months 
pregnant, said Mayor Keith Sum- 
mey, who called the incident a 
tragedy for two families. 

About 75 people gathered out¬ 
side City Hall, led by Black Lives

“Eight shots in the back!” lo¬ 
cal organizer Muhiydin D’Baha 
shouted through a bullhorn.

BOSTON MARATHON BOMBING 

Tsamaev 
guilty 
on all 30 
charges 

Dzhokhar Tsarnaev was con¬ 
victed by a federal jury Wednes¬ 
day on all charges in the Boston 
Marathon bombing; that jury 
now must decide whether the 
21-year-old former college stu¬ 
dent should be executed. 

Tsarnaev folded his arms, 
fidgeted and looked down at 
the defence table as he listened 
to one guilty verdict after an¬ 
other on all 30 counts against 
him, including conspiracy and 
deadly use of a weapon of mass 
destruction. Seventeen of those 
counts are punishable by death. 

The verdict — reached after 
a day and a half of deliberations 
— was practically a foregone 
conclusion, given his lawyer’s 
startling admission at the trial’s 
outset that Tsamaev carried out 
the terror attack with his now- 
dead older brother, Tamerlan. 

The two shrapnel-packed pres¬ 
sure-cooker bombs that exploded 
near the finish line on April 15, 
2013, killed three spectators and 
wounded more than 260 other 
people, turning the traditionally 
celebratory home stretch of the 
world-famous race into a scene 
of carnage and putting the city 
on edge for days. 

Tsamaev was found respon¬ 
sible not only for those deaths 
but for the killing of a Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
police officer who was gunned 
down days later. 

In the trial’s next phase, which 
could begin as early as Monday, 
the jury will hear evidence on 
whether Tsarnaev should get 
the death penalty or spend the 
rest of his life in prison. 

In a bid to save him from a 
death sentence, defence attor¬ 
ney Judy Clarke has argued that 
Tsarnaev, then 19, fell under 
the influence of his radicalized 
brother, the associated press

National Front 
leader slams 
party founder, 
own father 

The leader of France’s far-right 
National Front launched an all- 
out offensive Wednesday against 
her father, Jean-Marie Le Pen, op¬ 
posing his candidacy in upcom¬ 
ing elections and entering into 
an open war with the man who 
helped found the party more 
than four decades ago. 

Marine Le Pen, reacting to anti- 
Semitic remarks her father first 
made 28 years ago and recently 
repeated, said in a statement she 
will quickly convene the party’s 
executive bureau to seek “means 
to best protect the political in¬ 
terests of the National Front.” 

She said in an interview with 
the daily Le Figaro that she had 
spoken with her 86-year-old 


father and informed him that 
she will oppose his candidacy 
in December regional elections 
to represent an area of southern 
France where he is a popular 
figure — and where he might 
hope to win. 

She said he could choose to 
run as a “dissident” candidate 
but that the party will be repre¬ 
sented by someone else. 

The National Front’s political 
bureau will meet April 17 to se¬ 
lect candidates, and that’s when 
the elder Le Pen, who helped

found the party in 1972, would 
be formally cut loose. 

The anti-immigration party 
is one of the most visible far- 
right groups in Europe and has 
for decades been a critical fac¬ 
tor in French politics, thrusting 
immigration to the top of the 
mainstream right’s agenda and 
playing kingmaker in elections. 
Jean-Marie Le Pen shocked the 
world when he made it to the 
runoff of the 2002 presidential 
vote. 

Marine Le Pen took over the 
reins of the party in 2011 from 
her father, who was named 
honoraiy president for life. Since 
then she has been refitting it 
with a new, more voter-friendly 
image with hopes of running in 
— and winning—the 2017 presi¬ 
dential vote. She has pushed out 
many old-guard cohorts of her 
father in her bid to scrub the 
party clean of the anti-Semitic 
and racist past and has gained 
increased electoral support.

ISIL releases prisoners 

The Islamic State group 
released more than 200 
Yazidis on Wednesday 
after holding them for 
eight months, the latest 
mass release of captives 
by the extremists targeted 
by U.S.-led airstrikes and 
an Iraqi ground offensive.

Bugs have

Cricket-based protein powder 
is the next frontier for health 
enthusiasts thanks to an adven¬ 
turous Winnipeg entrepreneur. 


“Before we started making 
this I was putting raw crickets 
in my smoothies every mor¬ 
ning,” said Alex Diysdale, owner 
of Crilc Nutrition and creator of 
what he says is Canada’s first 
cricket protein powder. 

Drysdale started playing 
around with the business idea 
last fall, when he realized the 
protein-rich bugs were under¬ 
represented in the health sup¬ 
plement market.

AD TRACKING 

Privacy boss notyet 
satisfied with Bell 


The Office of the Privacy Com¬ 
missioner is not yet satisfied 
with Bell’s commitment on 
seeking customer consent be¬ 
fore tracking cellphone use 
to deliver targeted online ad¬ 
vertising. 

The federal agency met Wed¬ 
nesday with the telecom giant, 
a day after the company said 
it would accept the commis¬ 
sioner’s recommendation to 
get explicit consent or opt-in 
before using private viewing 
patterns and sensitive personal 
information to create profiles 
that are sold to advertisers. 

Privacy commissioner 
spokeswoman Tobi Cohen 
said talks are continuing, but 
the commissioner is keeping 
open the option of pursuing 
the matter in Federal Court “if 
a solution cannot be reached 
to our satisfaction.” 

“Suffice it to say that it 
would be premature to say that 
we have arrived at a solution 
on the issue of opt-in,’’she said. 

Bell Canada later declined to 
specify the areas of disagree¬ 
ment, but said it was “work¬ 
ing co-operatively” with the 
privacy commissioner. 

“Bell is moving to the opt- 
in approach as confirmed yes¬ 
terday,” said spokesman Mark 
Langton. “We hope these rules 
will apply to international com¬ 
panies competing here, like 
Google and Faceboolc, in the 
same way they do to Canadian 
companies like Bell.” 

The privacy commissioner’s 


report, issued Tuesday, declined 
to comment on these examples 
raised by Bell, saying each in¬ 
vestigation must be determined 
on its own merits. 

The agency said it was not 
aware of any other telecom 
company pursuing a program 
similar to Bell’s. It said Telus 
has indicated it would not use 
personal information of cus¬ 
tomers without express con¬ 
sent. 

Despite the commissioner’s 
efforts, the issue of Bell Can¬ 
ada tracking cellphone use 
remains unresolved until the 
CRTC rules on complaints filed 
by consumer groups. 

Calling the practice an abuse 
of privacy, the Public Interest 
Advocacy Centre has filed a 
complaint with the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission, 
arguing Bell has gone beyond 
its role as a provider of tele¬ 
com services. 

Executive director John Law- 
ford said telecom legislation 
prohibits Bell from using confi¬ 
dential information to support 
a new business that secures 
revenues from selling to ad¬ 
vertisers the interest profiles 
of its customers. 

Privacy commissioner Dan¬ 
iel Therrien had urged Bell 
to review its approach after 
releasing the results of an in¬ 
vestigation prompted by an 
“unprecedented” 170 privacy 
complaints.

Insurance app 
raises concerns

Privacy lawyer 
warns drivers 
about personal 
information 

A Canadian insurance company 
has developed a mobile app 
that purports to evaluate a us¬ 
er’s driving behaviour and offer 
discounts on their premiums 
if their skills are up to snuff. 

But at least one privacy law¬ 
yer is urging caution when 
downloading the Ajusto app 
developed by Desjardins In¬ 
surance. 

Desjardins says iPhone and 
Android users can download 
Ajusto for free to have it start 
scoring driving performance. 

The company says Ajusto’s 
score is calculated by monitor¬ 
ing a driver’s speed, smooth¬ 
ness and travel distance, as 
well as logging what time of 
day the user is most often on 
the road. 

Privacy lawyer David Young 
says drivers shouldn’t start 


using the app before under¬ 
standing what they may be 
getting into. 

He says users should be very 
clear on what purpose their 
personal information will be 
used for, as well as how Des¬ 
jardins plans to keep it secure 
and for how long. 

Young adds that Ajusto’s de¬ 
velopers could be doing more to 
make sure customers are well 
informed when they sign up. 

He says a review of Desjar¬ 
dins’ own privacy policies sug¬ 
gests that the company is in 
compliance with federal regu¬ 
lations on app use, but he be¬ 
lieves users should look at the 
bigger picture when allowing 
mobile devices to monitor be¬ 
haviour as personal as driving 
patterns and travel times and 
locations. 

“Desjardins is not going to 
use this data except for very 
specific purposes, but if some¬ 
body else gains access to it, 
what are the implications of 
that?” Young said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “The more 
data there is, the more risk 
there is.” 


A description of the app on 
the Ajusto website states that 
users will never be financial¬ 
ly penalized for a low driving 
score and could save up to 25 
per cent on their insurance 
premiums if they perform well. 

Desjardins said the informa¬ 
tion obtained from the Ajusto 
program “can never be used” 
to penalize clients, cancel an 
insurance policy, refuse a re¬ 
newal or increase a premium. 

“We only use the data for 
calculating the discount at re¬ 
newal for that specific driver/ 
customer. We don’t collect it for 
any other purpose nor do we 
share it with any third parties,” 
Denis Cote, the company’s vice- 
president of offer management 
said in an email. 

Young said Desjardins should 
be doing more to highlight 
the potential risks associated 
with Ajusto. 

Currently users do not see 
any privacy details until after 
they’ve entered an email ad¬ 
dress into the program. A pri¬ 
vacy policy is then available, 
but it’s found in the middle 
of a lengthy terms and con¬ 
ditions document that users 
must agree to abide by before 
they continue. 

Young said a better approach 
would be for the company to 
highlight the privacy policy 
separately and make it avail¬ 
able much sooner in the sig¬ 
nup process.

Having 
multiple drug plans in every province decreases our pur¬ 
chasing power on the world market and increases admin 
costs. This leads to at least $4 billion in unnecessary costs 
every year. The proof that it would work is found in coun¬ 
tries like the U.K., which provides universal coverage of ne¬ 
cessary medicines at prices far lower than Canada, while 
attracting five times as much R&D on a per capita basis.

Urban Outfitters’ smudge 
kit an insensitive offering 



This week, Urban Outfit¬ 
ters came under scrutiny for 
its sale of a “Local Branch 
Smudge Kit” ($39.99 on sale 
from $52.00), a sort of pseudo¬ 
ceremonial ldt marketed 
towards hipsters as “energy 
balancing” that contains a 
wild turkey smudging feather, 
stoneware smudging dish, 
candle and instructions. 

Many indigenous people 
feel this is cultural appropria¬ 
tion. What is the big deal? To 
start with, there is not just 
one Native American culture; 
there are hundreds across the 
U.S. and Canada. Secondly, 
repeated missteps by retailers 
and non-indigenous fashion 
designers could be avoided 
if they took the opportunity 


to engage with indigenous 
communities in an authentic 
way, instead of commodifying 
and misappropriating sacred 
symbols. Simply put: If Urban 
Outfitters loves the aboriginal 
esthetic, maybe they should 
hire some aboriginal fashion 
designers and artists. 

The manufacturers of the 
smudge kit are Mackenzie 
Edgerton and Blaine Vossler, a 
white couple who call them¬ 
selves pioneers, live in an Air- 
stream trailer, and also sell Old 
West-inspired cellphone hol¬ 
sters, bison beanies and shirts 
featuring buffalo and Native 
American arrowheads. 

Reducing a sacred sym¬ 
bol for aboriginals to product 
sku number 34519397 is prob¬ 
lematic, says Max FineDay, 
president of the Students’ 
Union at the University of 
Saskatchewan. FineDay, a 
young aboriginal man, grew 


up around indigenous activ¬ 
ism. His involvements with in¬ 
digenous issues are primarily 
in politics, but he doesn’t miss 
a chance to speak out against 
cultural appropriation. 

“The smudge kit shows a 
deep, deep ignorance about 
indigenous ceremonies, 
protocols, and laws that exist 
around use of medicine,” 
FineDay said. “Selling a ‘kit’ 
that they market as a New 
Age/native-inspired answer 
to relieving stress from your 
nine-to-five grind is deeply dis¬ 
respectful for those of us who 
still practise our traditional 
ceremonies.” 

The kit is just the latest 
misstep for Urban Outfitters. 
Last year, it found itself in 
legal trouble for its tacky line 
of “Navajo Hipster” panties 
and flasks. The Navajo Nation 
filed a lawsuit alleging breach 
of trademark and violations

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under the Indian Arts and 
Crafts Act, which prohibits 
misleading marketing of 
American Indian goods in 
the U.S. As of press time, the 
smudge kit has been quietly 
taken down from Urban Out¬ 
fitters’ website. They could not 
be reached for comment. 

It gets tiring to call out cor¬ 
porations for appropriating 
aboriginal symbols. Whether 
it’s war bonnets or smudge 
kits, after repeated offenses, 
they should know better. Says 
FineDay, “there’s an opportun¬ 
ity here for Urban Outfitters 
to change what is accepted in 
the fashion industry — they 
should rise to the challenge.”

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The ocean makes me 
inconsequential, and yet 
somehow complete 


Clouds crowded over the 
stone buildings as I walked 
into work yesterday morning. 

Dark, drizzling rain and 
wind — it felt like my home by 
the sea. 

I left Victoria years ago, 
moved between landlocked 
cities and ended up in the 
Big Smoke, or maybe the Big 
Cement. 

And I have never stopped 
yearning for the ocean. To 
smell it. To look out at the 
horizon, the water frothed 
and steel grey. Or look out at 
the lack of a horizon on white 
days when the sky and sea 
are indistinguishable. 

It's more than a nice 
view: The ocean strips away 
thoughts and settles me. It 
dwarfs my small life by its size 
and power, makes me incon¬ 
sequential, and yet somehow 
complete. 

It's the exact opposite of 
a city's crowded sidewalks 
fenced in by skyscrapers, 
bumping shoulders with 
the competitors. The city 
judges. It demands that you 
constantly be someone, do 
something, worthwhile. 

Mike O'Brien — a man I've 
never met — also feels the 
ocean's pull. 

He has long lived in Win¬ 
nipeg, is dying of cancer, and 
he recently returned home to 
Victoria. 

"You spend the rest of your 
life trying to get back," Mike 
told a reporter who hap¬ 
pened upon him, his son and 
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wife by the water. 

"I thought, okay, if I have 
time for one last trip (and my 
doctor told me I don't) where 
do I want to go? I want to 
come back here and see it 
one last time," he said. 

It would be my last trip, 
too. 

Sometimes, I look out 
at Lake Ontario and try to 
imagine it's the ocean. Some¬ 
times when I hear a seagull's 
shriek I am, for a split second, 
on a rocky shore in B.C. at 
high tide. 

On recent trips home, 

I've waded into frigid winter 
water just to feel the soft 
buoyancy, and taste the tang 
of seaweed and salt. It's not 
enough to look at the ocean, 
sometimes, for the worries to 
fade. I want to be swallowed. 

"When I look out beyond 
the island, I like to imagine 
sailing off and not looking 
back," my sister, who lives in 
Vancouver, told me. 

The horizon does draw 
you out to it. Out to nowhere, 
really, or everywhere. 

And the tide doesn't care if 
you're there. When it's violent, 
it is not angry. When it's pla¬ 
cid, it is not happy. It's never 
sad. It's never questioning. It 
never answers. 

You are to it like a log. Ac¬ 
cepted, not even for who you 
are, but simply for existing. 
And don't we all want that? 
That most seductive, liberat¬ 
ing feeling. I will never stop 
seeking it.

There’s a restaurant 
Inside this truck

Le Bistrot du Lion is a fully func¬ 
tioning food truck concept that 
offers space for up to 30 diners 
as well as chefs and a DJ and will 
be going into service at Milan 
Design Week. 

The French may have been a 
little slower than North Amer¬ 
icans to embrace the concept 
of the food truck, but Peugeot’s 
latest concept shows that they’re 
clearly making up for lost time. 
It could influence the growing 
food truck scene in Canada’s 
urban markets as well. 

Dubbed “Le Bistrot du Lion” 
by the team at the Peugeot De¬ 
sign Lab, the concept is much 
more than just a stripped-out 
and refitted van. Instead, work¬ 
ing from a brief that demanded 
a complete dining experience, 
the food truck literally splits in 
two to create a kitchen and a 
dining space. 

“We wanted to create a com¬ 
plete food truck experience, not 
only creating a kitchen for the 
chef, but a restaurant and cafe 
for the customers. A lot of atten¬ 
tion was given to opening up 
the kitchen and allowing the 
chef and food preparation to 
be as close to the public as pos¬ 
sible,” Cathal Loughnane, head 
of Peugeot Design Lab. “We also 
wanted to create a real sense of 
surprise as the compact Peugeot 


Foodtruck transforms into an 
amphitheatre-like dining space.” 

The truck is certainly theatric¬ 
al, but it is also a fully hmctional 
mobile kitchen. The truck will 
be put into active service, first 
at Milan Design Week, which 
opens its doors to the public on 
April 14, and then will be tak¬ 
ing up residence at the French 
pavilion for the full six months 
of the 2015 Milan Expo. 

As such, Peugeot partnered 
with leading French food truck 
builder Euromag to make sure 
the concept is up to the task and 
meets all health, safety and hy¬ 
giene regulations. 

The food preparation area 
is pro-grade featuring two grill 
plates, four induction burners, a 
deep hyer, a 400-litre under-floor 
cold store for food, a 350-litre 
fridge for drinks and of course 
a top-of-the-range espresso ma¬ 
chine. 

As for patrons, the truck can 
offer standing room for 30 cus¬ 
tomers at a time, shaded by para¬ 
sols and entertained by an inte¬ 
grated DJ booth and a widescreen 
display that relays a live feed of 
the chefs at work in the kitchen. 

Peugeot also claims that the 
truck has been set up to “recu¬ 
perate and recycle all waste” so 
that nothing is left behind when 
it hits the road again, afp

GAME OF THRONES 

Actor gives a 
cerebral slant 
to a show full 
ofbattles 

“Quiet” and “still” aren’t words 
you might associate with Game 
of Thrones. HBO’s epic fantasy, 
set in the make-believe contin¬ 
ent of Westerns, typically swirls 
with warring armies, forbidding 
landscape, even fire-breathing 
dragons. 

But Jon Snow embodies the 
meditative quality that regular¬ 
ly quells words and movement 
by the characters in favour of a 
moody immersion in this vast 
realm for the audience. 

Through this universe roams 
Jon Snow, the illegitimate son 
of Lord Ned Stark and an out¬ 
cast, a brooding warrior with 
haunted eyes, shaggy curls and 
a rosebud mouth from which 
few words issue. 

That’s the way Kit Harington, 
who plays Jon, likes it, as Thrones 
begins its fifth season Sunday at 
9 p.m. EST on HBO. 

“He’s not a complicated char¬ 
acter,” says Harington, a com¬ 
pact but buff Brit of 28 whose 
earnest, subdued manner at an 
interview this week seems not 
so far removed from Jon’s. 

But that, perhaps, is where 
the similarity ends. 

“There’s a lot of turmoil, a lot 
of frustration and rage churning 
inside Jon—and that’s where he 
keeps it,” says Harington. 

“He doesn’t overthink what’s 
going on with him. He’s not a

modem man. He’s not seeing 
a shrink.” 

Jon Snow looms large in a 
crush of characters portrayed 
by an evolving ensemble of stars 
who also include Peter Dinklage, 
Lena Headey, Nikolaj Coster-Wal- 
dau and Emilia Clarke. And while 
the scale of the series is vast, so 
is the inspiration: the five-and- 
counting novels by George R.R. 
Martin in the A Song of Ice and 
Fire series. 

Harington was signed for 
Game of Thrones at its pilot 
stage following his mn in the 
West End production of the hit 
play War Horse — which he had 
landed soon after graduating 
from London’s Royal Central 
School of Speech and Drama. 
Thrones became his first tele¬ 
vision role. 

It might have just been fate. 

“What I’ve always responded 
to when watching actors is their 
stillness. When they’re not mak¬ 
ing too many choices. When 
they’re concentrating on what’s 
going on up here” — he taps his 
temple — “rather than showing 
everybody what’s going on with 
gestures. I believe in stillness, and 
that’s how I like acting myself. 
Not doing too much. 

“Maybe that’s what they want¬ 
ed for Jon.” 

Shooting Thrones consumes 
roughly half of each year, and 
during his annual hiatus he has 
snagged other projects. One of 
them, his 2014 film Testament 
of Youth, will get its U.S. release 
in June. 

“It’s a beautiful and harrowing 
true stray of a young woman who 
lost all the men in her life in the 
First World War,” says Harington, 
who plays one of those men, star¬ 
ring alongside Alicia Vilcander 
(Anna Karenina). “It’s a good, 
old-fashioned weepie, and I got to 
wear a wig and no beard, which 
was refreshing.” 

But acting may not be for¬ 
ever, he cautions, “and I have 
to look ahead and figure what I 
want to do. I don’t sit back and 
think that I want to be an actor 
for life. It has to keep proving 
itself that it’s fulfilling me. 
Otherwise, why am I doing it?” 

Thrones is renewed through 
at least a sixth season, which 
starts production in July, he says.

R.L. Stine loves Twitter. The scaiy 
stoiy writer not only used it to 
write an entire short stoiy in 
rapid-fire tweets last Halloween, 
he uses it to interact with fans 
who were kept up all night read¬ 
ing his books in the ’80s and ’90s. 
Now, Stine is releasing Don’t 
Stay Up Late, the second book 
in his revived Fear Street series 
next month: 

What went into the decision 
to revive Fear Street? 

I did about 80 Fear Street 
books in the ’80s and ’90s 
and I just thought I had 
killed off enough teenagers 
for a while, so I stopped writ¬ 
ing them for about 20 years. 
But my fans on Twitter kept 
asking me to write another 
one. I was really honest and 
told them that I had taken 
(Fear Street) to some publish¬ 
ers, but no one was inter¬ 
ested. Ten minutes later, (an 
editor) at St. Martin’s tweeted 
me and said she was interest¬ 
ed. So, it’s great to be killing 
teens again. 


And Don’t Stay Up Late is the 
second book in the revived 
series. 

Right. I hadn’t written a Fear 
Street book in 20 years, so 
I had to get out my map of 
Shadyside and remember the 
histoiy, because there’s this 
enormous baclcstoiy. I came 
up with a bunch of ideas and 
pitched them. The first one 
was Party Games, and Don’t 
Stay Up Late is the second 
one. Wait until you read the 
third ... It has the most grue¬ 
some scene I’ve ever written. 

When you wrote the original 
series, how fast were the 
books coming out? 

Eveiy month. People don’t 
believe it, but I was actually 
writing two books a month, a 
Fear Street book and a Goose- 
bumps book... The excitement 
of having these bestsellers was 
so exhilarating. 

The ’90s had this obses¬ 
sion with Goosebumps, and 
shows like Are You Afraid Of 
The Dark? Why do you think 
kids were obsessed with be¬ 
ing scared? 

It was a fad for one thing. 
Kids want to do what other 
kids are doing. But when I 
asked kids what they liked 
about the books — because 
I didn’t get it — they all said 
it was because they liked 
to be scared. I realized that 
people like to be scared 
if they know they are 
safe. 




This is what I do. I've 
been writing since I 
was nine. I was this 
weird kid in my room 
typing all the time.

Are you reaching the cusp of 
financial stability (finally!) and 
considering buying your first 
home? You aren’t out of the 
woods just yet. 

Buying a home can be re¬ 
warding, but there are some 
dos and don’ts to consider, and 
not all of them are obvious, 
said Darcy Mcleod, president 
of the Real Estate Board of 
Greater Vancouver. 

Here are some key steps 
and pitfalls to watch out for 
on the way to owning your 
first home. 


FIND OUT WHAT 
YOU CAN AFFORD 
First-time homebuyers will 
sometimes go out looking at 
homes before they understand 
the total costs of buying and 
owning a home, Mcleod said. 

“They’ll fall in love with 
something and find out that 
they can’t afford it, and then 
the places that they can afford 
just don’t measure up. Make 
sure you have your financial 
ducks in a row.” 

The antidote is to get pre¬ 
approved for a mortgage from 
your lender — a financial in¬ 
stitution or mortgage broker. 

Also, consider the nitty grit¬ 
ty costs, including mortgage 
payments, property taxes, in¬ 
surance, utility costs, strata 
payments and maintenance. 
Find them all out and do the 
math before you commit. 

ANALYZE YOUR NEEDS 

“A mistake a lot of people 
make is they look at all the

shiny pictures on the Internet 
without thinking of what’s 
truly important in a home,” 
Mcleod said. 

This pitfall can waste a lot 
of time and energy if you are 
looking at homes that don’t 
suit your lifestyle needs. 

DON'T BE A STARRY-EYED 
IDEALIST 

The average first-time home- 
buyer stays in their home for 
about five to seven years — not 


for a lifetime. 

When you are looking for a 
place, if you aim for the abso¬ 
lutely, perfect, forever home, 
you are probably imposing too 
many barriers on yourself, 
Mcleod said. 

DON'T OFFEND THE 
SELLER WITH A LOWBALL 
OFFER 

“The tendency to want to get a 
really good deal on something 
can sometimes cause you to 


get less of a good deal,” Mc¬ 
leod said. “If you’re buying 
a resale home, you have to 
understand the seller will have 
some emotional attachment 
to the home. Your realtor can 
help you establish what a rea¬ 
sonable value for the home is.” 

WHAT TO EXPECT WHEN 
YOU'RE INSPECTING 

Before you make an offer, you 
need to know what costs could 
rear their ugly heads down the 


road. Get a good home inspect¬ 
or to help give you the down- 
low. For a condo, that means 
making sure whole-building 
components such as plumbing 
and heating are in good con¬ 
dition. Detached homes come 
with a Pandora’s box of issues 
to watch for — corroded oil 
tanks buried in the backyard, 
leaky poly-B plumbing pipes in 
some ’80s homes, or incorrectly 
installed aluminum wiring that 
can pose a fire hazard. 


Finding the perfect fit to make it home sweet home 



The age of the suburb prevails. 

According to according a 
recent TD survey, when it 
comes to raising a family, the 
preferred place to live is the 
’burbs. 

Despite the consensus, the 
survey did find a generational 
divide, with younger Canadians 
(or 33 per cent of those sur¬ 
veyed) preferring urban living, 
while older Canadians (or 32 
per cent of those surveyed) 
opting for small town or rural 
living. The suburbs were the 
preference for 31 per cent of 
respondents. 

It’s about the importance of 
“homefitting” — or finding the 
right home for whatever stage 


of life you are at,” said Kate 
Taylor, TD’s senior manager 
of real estate secured lending. 

“For example, many younger 
people clearly see the appeal 
of urban living, but that can 
come at a price, which makes 
it even more important to start 
saving for the home of your 
dreams as early as possible,” 
adds Taylor. 

Although millennials at 38 
per cent and gen-X at 36 per 
cent were more likely to live 
in a major city, congestion and 
the high cost of urban living 
were the main reasons they 
would be deterred from rais¬ 
ing a family there. They would, 
however, stay in the city, if 


they could find a family-sized 
condo, the study said. 

“People buying a home in 
the city, whether it’s a condo 
or a house, need to keep their 
options open in case they want 
to move later when their family 
situation changes,” Taylor said. 

As trading a smaller home 
for a bigger one takes careful 
planning, Taylor recommends 
products such as tax-free sav¬ 
ings accounts and RRSPs, to 
take advantage of the federal 
government’s Home Buyers’ 
Plan, to prepare for higher 
monthly mortgage payments, 
property taxes and other asso¬ 
ciated costs.

When Erik and Theresa Tsang 
bought a three-bedroom town- 
home in Newmarket, Ont., in 
2012, they had already decided 
it wasn’t their forever home. 

“We didn’t want to put too 
much money into it,” Erik Tsang 
said. “It was already in fairly 
decent condition and, because 
we were planning to have a 
family, we knew we wanted 
some place bigger.” 

Those good intentions didn’t 
hold. 

“We had to buy some fur¬ 
niture because ours wasn’t 
enough to fill the space,” Tsang 
said. “And some of what we had 
didn’t fit in the rooms we’d in¬ 
tended for it to go.” 

The price tag for furniture 
— about $10,000. Replacing 
the worn and dated stove cost 
another $600. Then the air con¬ 
ditioning unit broke, which 
cost $200 to fix. But the biggest 
expense of all was the water 
heater. When it stopped work¬ 
ing, the couple was told the pip¬ 
ing that fed it was no longer up 
to code and would have to be 
replaced. Portions of diywall 
had to be removed in order to 
reach the pipes. There went 
another $1,000. 

“Buying a home is an expen¬ 
sive and stressful experience,” 
said Jeffrey Schwartz, execu¬ 
tive director of the non-profit 
Consolidated Credit Counsel¬ 
ling Services of Canada. “The 
sticker price on the home and 
the closing costs are just the 
first steps.” 

In fact, a recent analysis of 
new homebuyers by the Nation¬ 
al Association of Home Build¬ 
ers in the U.S. found a home 
purchase typically triggers a 
fluny of other expenditures for 
appliances, furnishings and re¬ 
modelling. During the first year 
after closing, the typical buyer 
spends on average $5,288 on 
furnishings, $4,279 on renova¬ 


tions and $2,769 on appliances. 

Here is how to make sure you 
don’t end up sinking under the 
weight of debt: 

Try to calculate the long¬ 
term expenses of running 
the house 

“Typically, when you buy a big¬ 
ger house, you’ve got bigger 
expenses,” Schwartz said. “You 
have a bigger roof and furnace 
to replace and bigger bills for 
heat and hydro.” 

If you haven’t compiled a 
budget, now is the time. You 
can find a basic budget sheet 
at consolidatedcredit.ca. 

Count on emergencies 
Tsang’s home was only 10 years 
old, but “even though we had 
a home inspector come in and 
look at it, they’re not going to 
spot things like cracks in the 
pipes,” he said. “You should 
probably have a buffer in your 
budget for when things go 
wrong.” 

Schwartz suggested having 
three to six months of living 
expenses in an emergency fund. 
Toronto real estate agent Col¬ 
lette Slcelly said a small line of 
credit also does the trick. 

Put in some sweat equity 
The Tsangs painted their home 
themselves. Slcelly suggested 
bringing in a gang of friends 
to do what has to be done. “A 
case of beer goes a long way,” 
she said. 

Opt for gently used 
Those ads for new condos with 
perfectly Zen rooms aren’t real¬ 
istic, Slcelly said. “People don’t 
really live like that. They bring 
in furniture from their own 


place and from grandma and 
the parents’ house.” 

Her advice: Make do for a 
while. 

“You don’t want to buy a 
home, a condo or furniture un¬ 
less you’re sure you’re going to 
like it for at least seven years.” 

You may even leave a few 
rooms empty. “I have tons of 
friends who moved into a house 
and didn’t have any furniture 
in one of the rooms,” Schwartz 
said. 

Prioritize the renos 
“Paint it all white,” Slcelly said. 
“Maybe get a new countertop 
and replace the terrible old 
stove and then leave the house 
alone for a year while you get 
used to those mortgage pay¬ 
ments.” 

That will give you time to 
decide on your biggest prior¬ 
ities, whether that’s a couple of 
new windows, a new floor or a 
countertop. “By that time, you 
may need a new roof,” Slcelly 
said. 

Don't get hung up on this 
year's model 

Next year, that model will be 
passe, Schwartz said. “It costs 
money to be a first adopter.” 

Do your research 
Are you looking for a specific 
item, whether it’s a couch or a 
dishwasher? Educate yourself 
about what features and brand 
you are seeking. Check out fly¬ 
ers and websites and make a few 
calls to stores. Online price com¬ 
parison websites can be a great 
resource, too, particularly for 
appliances. Good Canadian sites 
for electronics include shopbot. 
ca and pricegrabber.ca. 
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Well help you make 
yoursel right at home.

4 Walk your child through a 
typical day — getting up, 
having breakfast, going swim¬ 
ming —by taking your cue from 
the camp’s activity list. Engage 
your child in visualizing what 
they might do, and how they 
will feel. 

5 Invite your child to help 
pack. Ask them to read from 
the camp’s checklist and tick off 


each item as it’s packed. And 
pack early so nothing gets left 
behind in a last-minute scramble. 

6 Don’t bring up homesick¬ 
ness. If your child asks, re¬ 
mind them of all the new friends 
and exciting new experiences 
they are going to have. And re¬ 
member — the camp has a plan 
in place if it senses a camper is 
homesick. If you are still anxious, 
ask the camp director how they 
handle homesickness, and how 
best to respond to your child.

Comeback win 
forces rivals 
to sweat out a 
wild finish 

The playoff chase in the NHL’s 
Eastern Conference has gone 
from compelling to downright 
wacky. 

Five teams, fighting for four 
spots, are now separated by just 
three points after Tuesday’s 
thrilling night of action. The 
race tightened significantly be¬ 
cause of Ottawa’s stirring rally 
from a three-goal deficit against 
Pittsburgh. The Senators won 
4-3 in overtime, pulling even 
with Boston for the second wild 
card and within one point of 
the slumping Penguins. 

“We’ve got to wipe this one 
away,” Pittsburgh’s Sidney Cros¬ 
by said. “We’ve got two games 
left to earn the right to play in 
the playoffs. It’s up to us now, 
but we’ve got to forget this one 
pretty quick.” 

Pittsburgh hasn’t missed 
the playoffs since Crosby’s 
rookie season. When he 
scored 10 seconds into the 
game Tuesday, you could 
almost feel the sense of 


relief among fans of the Pen¬ 
guins, Red Wings and Bruins 
— three glamour franchises 
that suddenly have to sweat 
out a wild finish to the regu¬ 
lar season because of Ottawa’s 
late surge. 

Pittsburgh led 3-0 after the 
first period Tuesday, but the 
Senators came back in dramatic 
fashion. Since Feb. 10, Ottawa 
is 21-4-4. 

The New York Rangers, Mont¬ 
real, Tampa Bay and Washing¬ 
ton have clinched playoff spots 
in the East. Of the remaining 
five contenders, the Islanders 
lead the pack with 98 points, fol¬ 
lowed by Detroit (97), Pittsburgh 
(96), Boston (95 before playing 
in Washington on Wednesday 
night) and Ottawa (95). Each 
of those teams has two games 
remaining. 

If the Penguins had held on 
to win in regulation, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit and the Islanders would 
all be in the playoffs. Instead, 
none of them clinched anything. 

“We’ve had a heck of a season 
at this point but we have to find 

a way and solidify,” Islanders 
star John Tavares said. 


a comfortable spot, but they 
went through a thoroughly 
maddening evening. Needing 
only to make it to overtime to 
clinch their second playoff berth 
in the last eight seasons, they 
rallied from a 4-1 deficit in the 
third period and scored the ty¬ 
ing goal with 28 seconds left. 
Then Philadelphia’s Brayden 
Schenn flipped a routine shot 
from near the blue-line that 
somehow slipped past goalie 
Jaroslav Halalc and into the net 
with 2.1 seconds remaining, giv¬ 
ing the Flyers a 5-4 win. 

Detroit had its own problems 
with Carolina before rallying in 
the third for a 3-2 victoiy, but 
once the Penguins failed to beat 
Ottawa in regulation, the Red 
Wings couldn’t clinch Tuesday 
and neither could Pittsburgh. An 
overtime win by the Penguins 
would have been enough to put 
the Islanders in the playoffs, 
but that didn’t happen, either. 
Mark Stone’s OT goal won it for 
the Senators. 

“I’m just thankful to be able 
to contribute at those times of 
the game,” Stone said. “Eveiy- 
body that’s contributing on 
my goals are the guys that 
are making the plays. I’m 
just the one that’s finish¬ 
ing it off.”

The Edmonton Oilers beat 
the defending Stanley Cup 
champions on Tuesday night 
and it was sweet. Not only 
was it nice to play the spoil¬ 
er, damaging the Los Angeles 
Kings’ playoff chances (what 
happened, L.A.?), but it also 
gave some of the lesser- 
heralded Oilers a chance to 
shine at the end of a tiying 


campaign. 

Sure, Richard Bachman 
gave up a weak one to Drew 
Doughty, but the netmind- 
er also stifled the Kings 
for much of the rest of the 
game. Matt Hendricks made 
a crucial defensive stop to 
take away a sure goal from 
Anze Kopitar when Ed¬ 
monton was leading just 
2-1, while youngsters Tyler 
Pitliclc and David Musil got 
on the scoresheet.

I’ve written about things 
the Oilers can build on a 
couple times in this space 
and how this campaign ends 
is another potential posi¬ 
tive. Young players such as 


Laurent Broissoit and Tyler 
Bunz are getting call-ups and 
more importantly, Edmonton 
is getting some wins. The last 
two games of the season are 
against the San Jose Sharks 
and Vancouver Canucks.

WOMEN'S SOCCER 

Canada faces 
stem test before 
Herdman picks 
his WC roster 

It will be no ordinary soccer 
friendly Thursday when the Can¬ 
adian women take on France in 
Bondoufle, just south of Paris. 

The French have a score to set¬ 
tle after losing the bronze medal 


to Canada on a stoppage-time 
goal at the London Olympics. 

“They definitely have an axe 
to grind with Canada,” Canadian 
coach John Herdman told a 
media conference call Wednes¬ 
day. “France offered us this game 
and I think it’s for a reason. The 
reason is we have been a bogey 
team for them. 

“At least half that squad will 
cany the memories of that Olym¬ 
pic game and that last-gasp equal¬ 
izer that we scored in France the 
last time we played them in the 


1-1 draw (in March 2013).” 

For the Canadians, it’s one last 
chance to impress before Herd- 
man names his roster April 27 
for this summer’s World Cup. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
our players. In the words of our 
captain, it’s the time to see where 
we’re at,” said Herdman, quot¬ 
ing Christine Sinclair. “We’ve 
put a lot of work in this year as 
a group. We’ve been progressing 
quite nicely. But this is one of 
those real tests, it’s a true test.” 

FIFA ranks France third, be¬ 


hind the U.S. and No. 1 Germany. 
But Herdman, whose team is 
eighth, sees the French as the 
best team in the world on cur¬ 
rent form. 

“In terms of weapons, they 
have four or five Sinclairs across 
the front line,” Herdman said. 

Sinclair and other Canadian 
veterans have their own long 
memories. France blanked Can¬ 
ada 4-0 in round-robin play at 
the 2011 World Cup to eliminate 
the Canadians from contention. 

The French have beaten 


both the U.S. and No. 4 Japan 
this year, although they were 
beaten 2-0 by the Americans 
in the final of the Algarve Cup 
recently. “They’re a wonderful 
team,” said Herdman. Canada 
has had the last laugh recently, 
however. Kaylyn Kyle scored 
in the fourth minute of stop¬ 
page time to secure a tie two 
years ago in Nice. And Diana 
Matheson’s 92nd-minute goal 
knocked the French off the 
Olympic podium.
